Public Business Should be Public 


Dignity, Courtesy Made John Lawe Great Trader 


Gov. Nelson's notice to the University 


of Wisconsin Board of Regents that meet- 
ings of the board and its committees must 
be open to the public under a new law 
passed by the 1959 legislature is an impor- 
tant statement for it also should serve as a 
warning to all governmental boards and 
commissions as well as to the regents. The 
law applies to county, city and town boards 
and commissions as well as to state bodies. 


With the help of an opinion by Atty. 


Gen. Reynolds, the governor was able to 
point out to the regents that all meetings 
of the board and of its committees must be 
open unless they fall within the exemp- 
tions provided by the law. It is the inten- 
•tion of the law that the people of Wiscon- 
sin shall have the "fullest and most com- 
plete information regarding the affairs of 
government that is compatible with the 
conduct of governmental affairs and the 
transaction of governmental business." To 
insure this goal the law provides that "all 


meetings of all state and local governing 
and administrative bodies, boards, com- 
missions, committees and agencies includ- 
ing municipal and quasi-municipal corpora- 
tions." shall be open to the public unless 
they are exempt under the law. 


Meetings exempt are those called to dis- 


cuss "personnel problems, land purchases 
and similar confidential matters." The ob- 
vious interpretation of the law is that closed 
meetings may be held only when the busi- 
ness to be discussed can not be handled at 
an open session or if its discussion at an 
open session would be damaging to the gov- 
ernment. Since that was the intention of 
the legislature, closed meetings should be- 
come a rarity in Wisconsin affairs. 


It is to be hoped that not only the board 


of regents but all state boards and com- 
missions and their committees as well as 
the boards, committees and commissions 
of local governments will be guided by the 
governor's advice to the regents. 


Why We Must Negotiate With Reds 


Although the American people treated 


Premier Khrushchev politely, if a bit cold- 
ly, there still are a great many people in 
this country who feel that we are not only 
wasting time in negotiating with Russia 
but we also are neglecting our opportuni- 
ties if not our duty to constantly tell the 
reds what we think about them. Obviously 
there is not a great deal to be gained by 
telling the reds off as we have often done 
in the past. It is a little difficult for many 
people to understand why we negotiate 
with the reds at all. 


Paul L. McKay, president of Millikin 


University at Decatur, 111., recently pointed 
out some very good reasons why we should 
keep talking. McKay was speaking to the 
Chicago Rotary club when he urged that 
the United States take a positive stand in 
its cold war with Russia. McKay thinks that 
communism has taken on the marks of a 
religion and its true threat is not an eco- 
nomic or a military one but one for "the 


> souls of men." He said the communists' re- 
ligion was a material one which bound 


The Viet Nam Exposure 


A series of articles appearing 
in 


Scripps-Howard newspapers in July and 
August charged gross mismanagement of 
foreign aid funds allocated to Viet Nam. 
Gen. John O'Daniel, chairman of American 
Friends of Viet Nam, has taken violent ex- 
ception to the articles. His facts appear to 
be far better founded than those of the 
Scripps-Howard reporter who spent only 
14 days digging up his material although 
he speaks neither French nor Vietnamese. 


Gen. O'Daniel, chief of U. S. Military 


Advisory Assistance Group to Viet Nam 
from 1954 to 1955 and actively working 
with his present organization since that 
time, has exploded several of the misman- 
agement and waste charges as apparently 
little more than "sidewalk gossip." In sev- 
eral instances he has shown the charges to 
be patently untrue, taken out of context or 
based on half-truths and what appears to 
be an abysmal lack of knowledge of the 
foreign aid program. 


But even if all the charges were true, 


there are some odd aspects to this case. 
The waste would total about % of 1 per 
cent of the total Viet Nam aid program, 
hardly an unexpected sign of the inef- 
ficiency that must accompany our demo- 
cratic processes. The charges came out at 
the time of the build-up of the red drive on 
Laos, Viet Nam's close neighbor. It was 
timed just before congressional 
foreign 


aid appropriation meetings, a plan which 
may be fine for lobbying purposes, but 
hardly indicates objectivity. 


Viet Nam has been one of the former 


colonial countries which has put up the 


900,000,000 persons to the chains of slav- 
ery. 


But, he pointed out. we are here deal- 


ing with ideas and "you have never stopped 
an idea with a bullet." "Time is on the side 
of freedom. Time is rough on dictators," 
McKay declared. He went on to say that the 
communist idea is that capitalism will de- 
cay and be displaced by communism. They 
will let time operate thinking we will be 
buried. In the meantime, if we are right 
about capitalism, it will continue to exist 
and to grow stronger and in the meantime 
McKay says, "Future generations of Russia 
are not likely to follow the communist doc- 
trine as slavishly as their fathers." 


Thus it must be obvious that there is a 


good reason for us to continue to negotiate 
with Khrushchev. We have everything to 
gain by avoiding hostilities. There is nothing 
to be gained by an interruption of the talks 
which have staved off war and now appear 
to have eased tensions. We are gaining 
time and only a few years more of this 
precious commodity might see a complete 
change in the strength of communists in 
Russia and throughout Asia. 


most telling battle against communist in- 
filtration. While the "liberals" were ap- 
plauding supposedly democratic advances 
in Indonesia a few years ago, they casti- 
gated the new rule in Viet Nam because it 
fought against bandit seots and reds alike. 
When aid to "neutral" nations was upheld, 
that to those like Viet Nam actively oppos- 
ing communist control was sniffed about. 
Gen. 
O'Daniel's charges that such articles 


that ran in the Scripps-Howard papers 
play into the communist propaganda hands 
may be irrelevant. But why were these 
charges drummed up against Viet Nam? 
Why not against the foreign aid program in 
India or Yugoslavia or Egypt? 


Gen. 
O'Daniel is joined by young Dr. 


Thomas Dooley of Laos in the opinion that 
Viet Nam, Cambodia and Laos probably 
could not have survived as free nations 
without American economic aid. The other 
advances he outlines, such as the resettle- 
ment of 900,000 refugees from the north, 
putting into production tillable'land, and 
the efforts to begin industry are obviously 
important for the future economy of the 
country. In Rep. Clement Zablocki's words 
"testimony ... from reliable observers ... 
indicates strongly that the aid program in 
Viet Nam has been constructive, successful 
and responsibly administered." 


It is rather apparent that the informa- 


tion gained for the Scripps-Howard papers 
was not reliable. It would seem that there 
is enough of a problem in our foreign aid 
program and relations with other countries 
without drumming up unsubstantiated 
charges for whatever purpose the news- 
paper chain had in mind. 


What Others are Saying 
Abraham Flexner Did 
Much for Medicine

One of the truly great men 


of our era — Abraham Flex- 
ner — died at the age of 92. 
To him more than to any 
other man in his lifetime we 
owe the great advances that 
have been made in medical 
education. 


Dr. Flexner's famous re- 


port on medical schools was 
published in 1910. He wasn't 
by any means the first 
American to recognize that 
the training of doctors — or 
rather the lack of it — 
in many of the schools in 
this country was a ma- 
jor scandal. In' 1901. sev- 
en years before Dr. Flexner 
undertook his study, the 
American Medical associ- 
ation had taken up the ques- 
tion and in 1905 its newly or- 
ganized council on medical 
education had classified 82 of 
the 160 medical schols in the 
country as class A and 78 
others as inferior. 


The Flexner report reach- 


ed much the same conclu- 
sion but its contribution lay 
more particularly in the de- 
tails that it provided, based 
upon personal visits to the 


schols. Names were named. 
Some schools, including a 
dozen in Chicago, were de- 
scribed 
as 
"disgraceful" 


and others as "shameful." 


The institutions so expos- 


ed never recovered. In a 
few years they all had disap- 
peared and today the 80 sur- 
viving medical schools in 
the country are all listed as 
Class A. This does not mean 
that they are all equally 
good; it does mean that a 
graduate of any of them can 
claim to have had at least a 
fair chance to prepare him- 
self for his professional ca- 
reer. 


Dr. Flexner did more. He 


not only destroyed the poor 
schools but persuaded men 
of xvealth to subsidize the 
good ones. It is said that 
half a billion dollars of sup- 
port given medical educa- 
tion and research in this 
country since the 1910 report 
can be traced directly to his 
influence. 


Truly, Abraham Flexner 


was one of the movers and 
shakers of his era. The world 
is a different and a better 
one, thanks .to his Influence.

50 years he became one of 
the most successful men of 
his day, respected by friends 
and rivals alike. He never 
had any real enemies. 


John Lawe was born in 


1782 
either at Bristol or 


York, England, the son of 
a British army officer. He 
was brought to Canada as a 
youngster, his family set- 
tling in Quebec. In 1797 he 
was sent to LaBaye (Green 
Bay) as an apprentice to his 
uncle. Joseph Franks, a lit- 
tle known figure in Wiscon- 
sin history but probably the 
first non-French white man 
to settle west of Lake Michi- 
gan. 


Bougfif Ouf Uncle 


He remained with his un- 


cle for several years, acquir- 
ing a thorough knowledge 
of the fur trade and an 
astonishing grasp 
of 
the 


technique of handling In- 
dians. When Franks decided 
to return to Canada some 
time before the War of 1812 
Lawe bought him out, trad- 
ing extensive lands in Cana- 
da for his uncle's holdings in 
Wisconsin. Franks thought 
he got the better of the deal 
but Lawe never had reason 
to regret it. 


Oh the face of things he 


should have encounte r e d 
rough going against business 
rivals who were entrenched 
among the Indians through 
long association and inter- 
marriage. But he knew the 
game and during his ap- 
prenticeship had built a po- 
sition of influence and trust 
among the savages rivalled 
only by Augustin Grignon. 


His handling of the Indi- 


ans was unique. He always 
kept just enough distance 
to impress 
them, 
treated 


them with dignity and cour- 
tesy, maintained strict and 
formal accounts and paid 
them according to a set 
scale of values.

up with them at times, as 
several of his letters reveal, 
he never let them know it. 
He enjoyed a virtual monop- 
oly on the west shore of 
Green Bay as far as Lake 
Shawano and the Wolf river. 


Lawe's r i v a l r y with 


Jacques Porlier was partic- 
ularly keen. He and Porlier 
had trading posts on opposite 
sides of the river and watch- 
ed each other's every move 
like a couple of strange bull- 
dogs. As Deborah Martin 
put it, between them "the 
ethics of the fur trade were 
always -strictly 
enforced." 


One of those ethics was to 
get the other fellow any way 
you could short of murder, 
but lawe was very good at 
keeping one eye on the back 
of his neck. 


In spite of the competition 


he and the courtly Porlier- 
shared a, mutual liking and 
respect. In fact, both looked 
on the rivalry as a good na- 
tured game and strictly a 
private affair. Let anyone 
else try to horn in and they 
promptly closed ranks. 


Outsmarted in Deal 


The only time he was ever 


outsmarted 
was 
by 
the 


American Fur Co. Although 
he, Porlier and the Grig- 
nons were independent op- 
erators they all purchased 


goods from and sold furs to 
the company. The letter's 
northern department man- 
ager, Ramsey Crooks, final- 
ly suggested they form a 
partnership to deal with his 
firm. 


Since Lawe had once work- 


ed for both the Hudson's Bay 
and Astor outfits he should 
have known better. He swal- 
lowed the bait, however, 
when Crooks promised to 
help the new combination in 
every way. 


Crooks did. but there was 


a gimmick in it. The A. F. C. 
granted liberal credit until 
the partners were in too 
deep to get out, then slowly 
hiked the price on goods 
while lowering the price it 
would pay for furs. To cover 
the indebtedness the com- 
pany took mortgages on the 
partners' great land hold- 
ings in and around the Fox 
river valley. 


Call for Payment 


For years Crooks let things 


ride, lulling the Green Bay 
traders into a false sense of 
security until he had them 
on the cuff for about $35,000. 
Then 
the 
fur 
company 


abruptly called for payment. 
Since this was impossible, 
Crooks and Astor foreclosed 
the mortgages in 1834. Lawe 


took a bad beating but being 
a better businessman than 
the rest he made a gradual 
recovery. 


In addition to his fur trad- 


ing, 
which he carried on 


from a large post and land- 
ing on a sand spit at the foot 
of 
Porlier 
street 
called 


Lawe's Point, he was active 
in many phases of communi- 
ty life. 


During the War of 1812 he 


was a lieutenant in the Brit- 
ish service. His only active 
campaigning 
was 
against 


an unsuccessful American 
thrust at Mackinac, but he 
did a good job of wheedling 
or 'squeezing food supplies 
for the English forces out of 
the little settlement. 


Brown Co. Justice 


After the war he took the 


oath of allegiance to the 
United States, was confirm- 
ed in the ownership of his 
land claims and went right 
on with his business. In 1880 
he was named an associate 
justice of Brown county and 
succeeded Porlier as pro- 
bate judge in 1822. 


He resigned in 1824 in 


favor of his protege Nicholas 
Bean, whom he had more 
or less pulled out of the gut- 
ter. Right up to his death on 
Feb. 11,1846, he continued to 


be an active leader in busi- 
ness and public affairs. 
_ In 1807 Lawe married The- 
rese Rankin, who had previ- 
ously been the common law 
wife of Louis Grignon. Bella 
French delicately explained 
that she had been the wife of 
Grignon "according. to the 
custom of the times and had 
parted from him." In other 
words, Therese walked out. 


The situation gave rise in 


later years to the; rumor 
that Lawe and Grignon had 
traded wives during a drink- 
ing bout. It wasn't true. The- 
rese was his first and only 
wife and she survived him. 


Son Platted Kaukauna 


They had six daughters 


and two sons, one of whom 
never married. The other 
son, George, attained the 
distinction of being the old- 
est white settler of Wiscon- 
sin before he died and the 
" F a t h e r of Kaukauna," 
which he platted in 1850. A 
daughter, Mary Polly, cut 
quite a scandalous swathe in 
her day, and her famous 
piano is still preserved in 
Cotton House. 
> 


Lawe lived in excellent 


style and was an extremely 
generous man. He made it a 
policy to take care of any 
old, sick or impoverished In- 
dian who appealed to him and 
for all his astuteness was a 
patsy for a good sob story. 
Almost anyone could work 
him for a liberal handout, 
most of which were never re- 
paid. • 


In one respect, though, ha 


was a typical Englishman. 
He liked his privacy, and 
when he built a fine house 
above his trading post he 
surrounded the five acre 
grounds with a 9-foot fence 
of sharpened cedar poles. In- 
side he cultivated a flower 
garden of whicn he was very 
proud, and an invitation to 
see it became quite a distinc- 
tion. 


Lawe almost lost his hom» 


in the foreclosure debacle. 
It was only saved by the ac- 
tion of James Duane Doty in 
deeding the lot to Mrs. Lawe 
when he platted the Village 
of Astor. 


Lawe had always been a 


faithful friend to the aggres- 
sive judge and. was the first 
to come forward to settle 
with his creditors. To give 
Doty what little credit ha 
deserves from the miserable 
business, he braved, the 
wrath of John Jacob Astor 
to help his old friend. 


As a young man Lawe was 


very slender 
but 
gained 


weight as he grew older and 
in middle age weighed over 
300 pounds. In spite of his- 
bulk, however, he possessed 
great physical strength and 
endurance. 


John Lawe is buried in 


Woodlawn cemetery, Green 
Bay, 
just a short distance 


inside the Webster avenue 
gates. His grave, marked by 
a tall marble shaft, is vir- 
tually the only one of any of 
the early settlers whose lo- 
cation is known today.

market in larger supplies 
these days. 


Behind this statement lies 


an interesting story—a mod- 
ern chapter in the glamorous, 
;urbulent history of this fas- 
cinating spice. 


Before World war II, Amer- 


ica imported, an impressive 
50,000,000 pounds of pepper a 
year, on the average. About 80 
jer cent of our supply came 
rom Indonesia with the re- 
mainder brought principally 
'rom India. 


War naturally curtailed all 


of our imports, 
and spices 


such as pepper were hard hit. 
But, with pepper, 
the

proved even more devastat- 
ng. Indonesia was an area 
that imported most of its food 
n exchange for items like 
pepper that it produced.

On 
the other hand, if the pepper 
berries are allowed to ripen 
further on the vines until the 
dark husk is easily separated 
from the kernel before grind- 
ing, the product is white pep- 
per. Slightly less pungent, but 
with more bouquet than black 
pepper, the white product is 
used mostly where dark color 
is not wanted; for instance, in 
salad dressings like mayon- 
naise. 


In most growing areas, the 


pepper 
vines are trained to 


climb poles or other supports 
like grapes. When ready for 
harvesting for use as black 
pepper, the berries look like 
clusters of red currants. Aft- 
er picking, they are spread 
out in the sun where they dry 
thoroughly, changing color 
and shrivelling until finally 
becoming the black, wrinkled 
peppercorns 
with which we

Watch Toddlers to See if They 
Walk Correctly, Molner Says

is not a matter for concern. 


Keep in mind two things. 


First, somje babies just get in 
the habit of sleeping in one 
position or another, but na- 
ture does a very efficient job 
of not letting them do any- 
thing harmful. 


Second, as in this case, this 


fashion of sleeping may (or 
may not!) cause a bit of pi- 
geon-toeing, but nature tends 
to correct this after the foot 
begins to be used for its nor- 
mal purpose—that is, walking. 


The toddlers, of course, as 


they begin exploring their 
first steps, will look and act 
clumsy, in their cute fashion. 
This is normal. 


Continued Clumsiness 


The persistence of toeing-inj 


(or other peculiarity in walk- 
Ing) is the clue to watch for. 
Does the child continue to be 
clumsy, or continue to trip and 
stumble? That is the sign that 
bears watching. 


If there is some toeing-in, 


and stumbling, this very often 
can be corrected with appro- 
priate shoes. 


Of course, there is .an oc- 


casional case in which the real 
reason for the turned-in toes 
involves some structural de- 
fect of hips, legs or feet, so do 
not expect a single suggestion 
to solve the problem if it is 
one of such severity.
